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1. Some fanatically Communist officials of the Polish Government, among them 
S2yr, Deputy Minister of Economic Affairs, look on Poland's trade with the 
West solely in the light of its effect ond@liveries to the USSR. If ina 
particular case this trade interferes with or detracts from such deliveries, 
these officials are inclined to consider such trade as sabotage of Polish 
economic policy, 


2 The Soviet attitude toward trade of Eastern Europe, including the USSR, 
with the Wiest may be stated as follows: 


a. It favora direct trade between the USSR and the ‘est, 


b. It oppcses trade between the satellites and the West, regarding 
such trade agreements as holes in the Iron Curtain, 


ec It favors trade among the satellites themselves, 


d. 1t is opposed to having a satellite act as an intermediary in USSR trade 
with the West. WMinc freely stated his views in favor of such a role until 
a few months ago but no longer does so, The only cases in which the USSR 
wishes to have a satellitg such as Poland, act as intermediary are those 
in which the satellite, for example, Poland, can get from the Viest some 
article which the USSR desires but cannot get itself, Doubt has been 
expressed that such cases exist. The USSR is not interested in having 
Poland work up cotton received from the “est and forward it to the USSK,
